Rev. Manley Benson has been before the 
Public Accounts Committee to explain how 
that trifie of eleven hundred dollars paid to 
him by the Dominion was earned. Of course 
‘tthe reverend gentleman was unruffied; no 
one with nerve enough to send in such a 
bill would hesitate to defend it, and his de- 
fence for cold, unblinking gall is perhaps the 
best thing of the kind on record. He told his 
examiners how he had preached on Sundays 
so as to gather an audience and earn the use of 
a hall for a week-night lecture. We are not 
strangers to the commercial usage to which 
religion is put, yet even the hardened 
Canadian of the Wild and Woolly West is 
somewhat shocked to see the sacred mes- 
sage of Christ and the immigration policy of 
Canada handled in the spirit of a horse trade 
where an old lumber wagon or a set of harness 
is thrown in to make the dicker go. Of course 
no one can tell how acceptable to the Divine 
Master, that he is alleged to serve, the sermons 
of Rev. Manley Benson may have been when 
he was earning the use of a hall and “‘ faking’ 
to gather an audience which would give him 
an excuse for charging the Dominion Govern- 
ment a hundred dollars a night. Fortunately 
for Mr. Benson his God will judge him justly, 
yet his fellow-citizens are apt to wonder what 
influence Paul would have had when preach- 
ing in Rome if he had tried to work a land 
scheme in Jerusalem on the side, and in 
this connection arises the question of the 
propriety of Mr, Benson working the Gospel 
twice on Sunday in order to boom a 
one-hundred-dollar lecture on emigration to 
Canada. ,I am uncbaritable enough to think 
that a clergyman who worked a member of his 
church who was also a member of the Govern- 
ment in order to get a soft snap for his sum- 
mer holidays, and then worked the churches in 
the Old Country for free halls by pretended 
anxiety to proclaim a message which has to do 
with another world, is no credit to the Metho- 
dist or any other denomination.

Another sickening phase of Benson's preten- 
sions is found in his affected patriotism. Be- 
fore the Pablic Accounts Committee he spoke 
of his love for Canada and led his examiners to 
understand that he had spent not only the 
amount that he had received, but more, in his 
beloved task of saving souls and obtaining 
immigrants. We have too much of this sort 
of patriotism ; we have too many men who are 
wiiling to be patriots at so much per night 
with a good time thrown in. Such pretensions 
have made the word “patriot” stink in the 
nostrils of those who are not accustomed to 
lie awake nights plotting to get their fist into 
the public till. Any expressed love of country 
in connection with a raid like Benson made on 
the public treasury is enough to make the 
strongest political stomach eject its contents. 
Yet I suppose we must take him as a type of 
the office-seekers and subsidy-hunters who 
never weary in proclaiming how dearly they 
love this great Canada of ours, There is some- 
thing in it that smells like the lip-loyalty 
which has so infected the speeches made by 
boodlers and contract jobbers and corruption- 
ists, who have made it almost impossible to 
believe that pure motives can survive an 
opportunity to grab dollars 
religion, such as was peddled in connection 
with this scandal.

The question naturally arises, if these halls 
that were obtained by Sunday preachments 
had been hired, would the money have come 
out of Benson’s pocket or would it have still 
further swollen the amount granted to him 
by the Government? From his examination be- 
fore the Committee he evidently tried to show 
that his manipulation of the halls was a part 
of the scheme and made him worth the hundred 
dollars or more that he obtained for each 
lecture. I do not believe he was worth ten 
dollars a night, but even if he were worth 
what he got I consider it one of the most 
contemptible schemes ever worked by a 
preacher or sanctioned by a government. 
Such’ sums when paid to private individuals 
without a special training for the task which 
they so gaily undertake, is wasted; it gives 
color to the demands of other clergymen, 
other churches, for special sums of money 
which should not bs diverted from the legiti- 
mate channels of the department. It appears

It 
has been said that there are only two classes 
who can afford to go into politics: those 
who are so rich that they can afford to 
lose and those who are so poor that they 
have nothing to lose.

Mr. Mulock’s bill to prevent ex-members of 
the Dominion Parliament from accepting office 
until a year at least has elapsed after their 
connection with the Government of the coun- 
try has ceased, is sound and wise in every 
respect, though I imagine it will receive but 
poor support amongst those, the majority of 
whom seem to gather at Ottawa to wait for a 
job rather than to attend to the country’s busi- 
ness. As Mr. Mulock has pointed out, the 
whole tone of Parliament will be reduced to 
that of a gathering of conspirators who are 
after spoils, if loyalty to party is to be paid for 


Members of Parliament practically hold com 
missions in their pockets for senatorships, 
collectorships, etc. To these people it matters 
not whether a bill before the House of Com- 
mons is just or unjust. To get the prospective 
job they must do as they are told, and they 
become the things of the administration and 
cease to be representatives of the people. To 
them an election has no terrors; they don’t 
have to face their constituents—they have 
been fixed. If a year had to intervene be- 
tween the time they ceased to be Members 
of Parliament anda the day they begin to 
draw their salary as public servants, govern- 
ments which deal in contracts and jobs as 
rewards for subserviency would forget or 
ignore them. If at the eud of a parliament, 
after the people had to be met and their ver- 
dict recorded, these jobs were to be given out, 
there might be a change of government, a 
change of favors, and the rewards for which 
these leeches have worked would be denied 
them. During the existence of the present 
system the majority will work for a job, and 
no matter what is before the House they will 
vote for other peoples jobs in order to get jobs

larger concern at Ottawa, for a score could be 
enumerated who sat in the Ontario Legisla- 
ture with commissions for fat jobs in their 
pockets. It is quite possible that Mr. Mulock 
is wasting his time in urging such a bill ; it is 
more than likely that I am wasting my time in 
writing about it, insomuch as there seems to 
be a general impression that giving offices to 
representatives of the people in payment of 
party service is a legitimate transaction. This 
theory is prevalent not in parliamentary cir- 
cles alone, but in the minor bodies which have 
to do with municipal affairs it is thought quite 
proper to appoint aldermen to civic offices, well 
knowing that they will vote for wrong things 
in order to obtain a permanent job. Some- 
times the appointments turn out well, but the 
principle is absolutely vicious. Look at even 
the Board of School Trustees, how they clamor 
for and receive jobs which it should be beneath 
the dignity of a representative man to accept. 
Little secretaryships and that sort of thing are 
manipulated amongst members of these minor 
bodies and probably traded off for votes, as if 
public office were a thing that did not involve 
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responsibilities and a conscience. Could the 
taint of such practices reach further ? 

The question raised in Parliament with re- 
gard to thetwenty-five thousand dollars ex- 
pended for Sir John Thompson's funeral ap- 
pears on the surface to be arather ungraceful 
and picayune criticism. When the friends of 
someone who has died and is about to be 
buried call upon an undertaker and select a 
coffin, it is a common thing to say, ‘‘ Do 
what 1s usual and send in the bill.” This un- 
businesslike method, adopted because it is 
supposed that grief is incapable of considering 
financial questions, is what makes the under-

imagine that the ordinary relative of the de- 
ceased cannot entirely disassociate his or her 
mind from some slight calculations as to how 
much is to be charged or how much should be 
paid, yet conventionalism is so strong that 
bargaining for a coffin and a funeral is con- 
sidered bad form. It would be a good thing 
for people of small means if expensive funerals 
were done away with and businesslike arrange- 
ments made with the undertaker before the 
event. Very often the living have to mortgage 
their furniture to pay for the so called ‘‘ proper” 
obsequies for the dead. It matters little to the 
one who has gone to the other side of the tide 
whether he is interred in a ten-dollar coffin or 
a five-hundred-dollar casket ; he will rest quite 
as comfortably in a ten-dollar lot asa thousand. 
dollar tomb; the released spirit will not fret if 
the plumes on the hearse are not real ostrich 
feathers, nor be offended if the bearers wear 
cotton gloves instead of kid.

It is admitted that going to funerals and 
standing about bare-headed in inclement 
weather hastens the departure of many of 
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those who are sincerely anxious to show their 
grief. All these things being true, it is time a 
common-sense view should be taken of funeral 
affaire, and Parliament having to do with the 
people’s money, representatives have aright to 
enquire what was done with the large amount 
alleged to have been expended. Above every- 
thing else the people are ir quisitive in general 
and curious as to items, and false rumors and 
foolish stories are apt to be started if no de- 
tails are published. Some say that large sums 
were paid for masses and that sort of thing; 
other rumors are to the effect that train-loads 
of people were carried free of cost to Halifax 
and champagne bought to entertain them. If 
the expenditure was of this class, those who 
pay the money have a right to know, and they 
are as foolish as the grief.stricken relative who 
pays an undertaker’s bill without question if 
they do not ask for an explanation, I think 
& grateful country should deal liberally with 
the widow of so great and honest a man as 
Sir John Thompson, and should prove to her 
and to all those who observe public events that 
honesty of purpose and a devotion to the land 
that is loved and served unselfishly will not 
go unrewarded. I think it would be perfectly 
right, that itis indeed the duty of Canada to 
erect @ monument to the memory of one who 
under difficult circumstances did his duty so 
nobly. A vote of twenty-five thousand dollars 
for such an object would not, I believe, be 
opposed by a single representative of the peo- 
ple; a vote of twenty-five or fifty thousand 
dollars to Lady Thompzon would not meet 
with criticism, yet it would be an injudi- 
cious and improper thing to let so large 
an item as twenty-five thousana  dol- 
lars for funeral expenses go through 
unquestioned. Are we to pretend that as citi- 
zens Our personal grief is so poignant that we 
cannot scrutinize this bill, but should simply 
take out our handkerchiefs, wipe our eyes 
and say, ‘‘ Let it be paid.”

In the matter of the men appointed by the 
Ontario Government at the request of the 
Separate School Board to investigate the teach- 
ing capacity of the Christian Brothers in Ot- 
tawa, Archbishop Duhamel has made the mis- 
take that more than one archbishop is making 
just now, in supposing that the Church has 
got the whip hand. An argument that is used 
far beyond its true value is that the Catholic 
Church owns and controls all its communicants, 
That the two Catholics on the Commission 
resigned, presumably at the request of Arch- 
bishop Duhamel, gives weight to this sort of 
talk. Surely the Ontario Government has 
been sufficiently friendly to the Church in 
Ontario and faithful to the claims of Arch- 
bishop Duhamel to have deserved better 
treatment. That the Ontario Government 
has been ungratefully used is likely to 
arouse into activity the latent belief 
that the Church can never get enough, 
and that now is as good atime as any to quit 
giving them any more. Once it is made ap- 
parent that the Catholic church is a clamorous 
claimant for everything, there will bea quietly 
made public resolve to give them nothing. 
If it is shown—and it appears to me to 
have been shown in this instarce—that no 
matter how much they get they will still insist 
on having more, politicians will try to make 
their mark by not making concessions, instead 
of heretofore bidding for the support of a sect 
by vying with one another in the so-called 
“liberality” of their conduct. Archbishop 
Langevin of Winnipeg has been overdoing the 
thing considerably, Archbishop Duhamel has 
overdone it more, and Liberal Roman Catho- 
lics are getting tired of being continually 
embroiled socially and politically, and every 
other way, by the clamorous pretensions of 
their clergy. Catholics and Protestants alike 
want peace and some final settlement of 
all these disputes. This being the case, 
I would like to suggest that the archbishops 
leave us alone fora while. They would make 
capital amongst the people; they would make 
progress for their church; they would give ease 
toa great many who are now being continu- 
ally harassed, if just forone yearthey would 
cease trying to extort additional privileges or 
quit trying to misuse the privileges they now 
have. If they would make an agreement to 
quietly drop the whole subject and never say a 
word, they would get more than they will ever 
obtain by overbearing demonstrations. For the 
archbishops to fight the Ontario Government is 
really too preposterous. In some respects I 
would like to seea real lively fight, but I know it 
would not be good for the church, and after all 
there is nobody outside of the communicants 
of the Roman Catholic body more loyal to them 
than Iam myself as Jong as they do not tam- 
per with civil affairs and endeavor to es- 
tablish a different basis of citizenship from 
that which this whole continent has declared 
to be correct. In the meantime the Mowat 


| Government is to be congratulated on not tak- 


ing back water. The people of this province 
will respect them for their firm attitude, and 
the Church has reason to suspect now that the 
Opposition has gone to pieces, that they cannot 
lead the administration around by the nose as 
they did when the majority was doubtful,

I am glad to see that Tucker, the editor of 
The’ Varsity, has been so well treated by his 
fellow-students, It will in a measure com- 
pensate him for the ill-treatment he received 
from the senate and faculty. God bless the 
young men of this country when they attempt 
to make it possible for a man to have 
principles, even if he {is likely to be hurt 
financially by proclaiming them. The most 
monstrous performance that was ever seen in 
a university outside of Russia was the attempt 
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of President Loudon and an unknown and un- 
desirable coterie to gag the free and unspoiled 
sentiment of Ontario's students, We have 
little enough sentiment, little enough inde- 
pendence, little enough of that generosity 
of impulse which makes a people and furn- 
ishes a foundation for the vigor and character 
and aggressiveness of those who are likely to 
leaa in public thought. The greatest stain on 
the Province of Oatario since I have been con- 
versant with public affairs was the attempt to 
muzzle seven hundred students and kick them 
into line like a chain gang going to a quarry. 
The boys have done well in providing for the 
completion of Mr. Tucker's college course. The 
black rain of selfishness and conspiracy has 
not yet drenched the young men who represent 
Ontario at the University, and the deadly 
breath which whispers, ‘‘ Keep quiet and make 
yourself solid no matter what happens to 
others,” has not paralysed the impulses of 
those who will be the creators cf public opinion 
a few years hence.

The Mayor is surprising us all by having an 
opinion that is more than twenty-four hours 
old. Mostly he has been in the habit of agree- 
ing with the last man who got his ear, but in 
the matter of selling our bonds he has a policy, 
and I believe he is right. This continual send- 
ing away of City Treasurer Coady, who is a 
sort of weak sister at best, to peddle our 
bonds in London, strikes me as an un- 
dignified and one-horse proceeding, The 
continual clamor of Chairman Shaw and 
some of that ilk that Somebody, Thorley 
and Something of Somewhere have a divine 
right to say whether they will buy our bonds 
before anyone else gets a chance, is getting 
tiresome. Is there any special reason why 
Toronto should have some ligament attached 
between the City Treasurer’s office and a firm 
of foreign bankers and speculators? Ald. 
Shaw and Treasurer Coady may have been 
nicely entertained and may feel eternal grati- 
tude to somebody, but that is nothing to the 
people of this city. When the deal was first 
on it appeared that Somebody, Thorley and 
Something of Somewhere had the pull, but 
that scheme is dead, the four per cent. scheme 
is dead; because of changed circumstances 
things have all changed, and the hanging on to 
the old deal and the insistence on sending 
Mr. Coady abroad against the wishes cf the 
Mayor and in the face of facts which suggest 
that good arrangements could be made right 
here at home, naturally suggest in the 
public mind some nimble-finger business 
which may not be for the public good. Of 
course the local banks and institutions take 
advantage of us when we rely upon them, and 
only treat us well when they have competitors 
who force up the price, yet it is a little too 
fresh to think that we have to send our City 
Treasurer to the Old Country every year to stir 
up interest in our bonds, With all due respect 
to him, he is not the kind of a man that would 
agitate the money market of England or make 
the Thames tie itself up in a knot. Why 
should not the competitive idea be arranged 
for and put in some permanent shape? I do 
not say this because I begrudge Mr. Coady the 
little outing ; the remark is only made because 
the sending of a man of Mr. Coady’s size to 
create a financial panicin England isa little 
too absurd,

Money Matters. 


Public attention was first drawn to the dawn 
of better times in this column about three 
months ago. The first few indications of the 
promise of better things in business was set 
forth at that time. The big dailies are now 
devoting pages to the improvement in trade, 
and ‘‘the revival” has become a bone of con- 
tention with the writers of political articles. 
That trade in all branches is improving or is 

iving promise of improvement is a certainty. 

irst we had price recoveries, This gave a 
stimulus.to mercantile lines of trade. Manu- 
facturers are getting the benefit of increased 
demand, and a decided change for the better is 
noticeable in many lines. The last issue of the 
Ontario Gazette, which chronicled the organiza- 
tion of many new companies, gives evidence of 
the increased interest taken in manvfacturing. 
I look to see the mining industry benetit 
largely from the general improvement. The 
impulse to do is spreading among the people 
and re-awakened energy will tind expression in 
mercantile, manufacturing and mining pur- 
suits principally. 

Old London is the center of the commercial 
universe. The activity or inactivity of the 
business world is reflected there, as men and 
corporations with enterprises to ‘' float” are 
drawn to the hub by the centripetal force 
which that great money market exerts. When 
it is stated, then, that the new issues of stocks 
subscribed for in London in the first five 
months of this year amounted to $190,000,000, 
against $70 000,000 in the corresponding period 
last year, it may be set down as certain that 
world-wide trade is on the mend. 

Cable has been steady at about 160 since I 
wrote last. [expect to see it go up again any 
ger. The company have no bonded or floating 
indebtedness and their earnings are enormous, 
It would not be surprising to me if their an- 
nual report showed earnings this year at from 
144 to 15 per cent. on the capital stock. There 
is nothing to prevent this stock from going to 
175 this year that I can see, and maybe it will 
be at that point long before the year is out, I 
advise buying at any place around present fig- 
uree, or even if it should advance two or three 
points it is a safe purchase. 

Toronto Street Railway has again done well 
by its friends, I have endeavored to keep my 
friends on the right side of this stock 
panne a large amount of pessimistic opinion. 
I felt sure that it was bound to rise, and last 
week I intimated that though it had a large 
advance already it was likely to goup more. 
It has gone upabout 4 per cent. since then. In 
some quarters very high prices are talked of. 
If, however, it moves up to 90 I should say that 
profits should be accepted. In my opinion 
there will be opportunities in the future to 
buy it at less. 

Montreal Street Railway has advanced again, 
going to 203, I look on this stock as a safe 4 
per cent. investment at around 200, It is better 
than any 4 per cent. bond or debenture that I 
know of, and good bonds or debentures always 
sellatapremium., Ido not think it would 
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a mistake to pay a slight premium forit. The 
investor may rely implicitly on getting regular 
dividends at the rate of 8 percent. and perhaps 
more in the future, 

Bank stocks will probably improve. I should 
say that Bank of Hamilton, Standard Bank 
and Bank of Commerce will advance 3 or 4 per 
cent. in the next month or two. Dominion 
Bank at 264 to 265 1 look on as a good purchase. 
A year from now these prices will look low. I 
am also friendly to Imperial. Bank of Mont- 
real and Bank of Toronto are sufficiently high. 

Western Assurance has come up a little over 
the point I marked out for it. It has sold at 
165. I advise my friends to take profits now. 
I don’t think either it or British America is 
likely to go any higher, and if they do it will 


probably be only a temporary advance.

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Il.—A SKETCH OF A CHARACTER, 


When'l heard that Tommie Clinker had been 
killed in a freight train smash-up on the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway I was shocked and 
startled, but then everyone who had known 
Tommie Clinker had always said he would 
come to a bad end.

wit for hours, rambling on from story to story, 
Uatil he would reach out for his little brier 
pipe, and then there would be silence. He was 
conscious of his conversational powers, for he 
won a box of cigars from the Pelican once, on & 
bet that he could keep six seniors out of their 
beds until four o'clock in the morning, by the 
use of those powers alone. Often when his 
purse grew empty he would sit down at his 
rickety table and write off some little poem or 
sketch and "send it to one of the papers, 
Whose editors were always glad to pay him a 
few dollars for his brilliant work. 

I'm like my friend Shelley,” he used to say 
to me, with his careless laugh. ‘* We do things 
that would bs unpardonable in anyone but a 
genius, You see, we have ethereal natures "— 
here he would wink comically—‘‘have a soul 
too susceptible to the materially beautiful. 
And then, besides, my dear, sanctimonious, 
Proselyting friend, we freer souls rise above 
your blind and slavish adoration of the con- 
ventional stereotype of morality; we intuit- 
ively realiza the eternal relativity of what you 
Rrosser natures dream to be absolute. So, 
here, smoke a pipe and keep quiet.” 

At times he would come over and borrow my 
books, I used never toa see them again until I 
discovered the particular second-hand book 
Shop where he used regularly to sell them. 
After that I would quietly buy them back ; for 
on some things Tommie was as sensitive as a 
Rirl, and I did not wish to offend him, There 
Was one particular volume of Plato, bound in 
leather, of which I was particularly fond. 
Twice Tommie had borrowed that book, and 
twice I had bought it back from the book 
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dealer. One day he came in my room and bor- 
rowed it forthe third time. Ashe took it in 
his hand a puzzled look came on his face, then 
like a flash it dawned on him. He only said 
quietly, ‘‘ You’re more of a gentleman than I 
thought you were,” and sat down before my 
fire and began reading. Many a time he would 
come in and smoke my tobacco by the pipeful ; 
and there was always a place for him, for his 
company and his conversation were well worth 
what they cost me. And I know it was not 
éveryone who could sit and listen to a Shelley 
gone to seed, 

But at last he grew tired of college life. 
Debts were accumulating, and all erotic pos- 
sibilities were exhausted, for he had trifled 
with the tender affections of every available 
and knowable house-maid in the locality, and 
I knew his restless spirit was longing for 
change. For the last time he sold his books, 
and several of his friends’, pawned all his 
clothes but one suit, borrowea money from 
every possible friend, acquaintance or stranger, 
said good-bye and left us all. 

When I next heard of him he was preaching 
in a flourishing village church away up in the 
Canadian North-West Territory. But one of 
the church elders found him drinking brandy 
and soda and smoking with one Long Pete, a 
notorious village character, and he was sum- 
marily dismissed from his flock. So he packed 
his kit and started for the United States. That 
was the last I heard of him until I learned of 
his sudden death. But before that for many a 
day I used to look closely at the face of every 
itinerant beggar I met to see if I could 
recognize in any of those dark, bronzed faces, 
the sleepy eyes and the bitter smile of my half- 
maniac, half-philosopher and half-poet ac- 
quaintance of former days.

low, Shropshire, regarding himself as acom- 
plete failure in law and literature. Before the 
bar he found himself a poor speaker and with 
a poor presence. Others trampled upon him, 
while he was conscious that they had less 
knowledge of the law, and excelled him only 
in confidence and in facility of expression. 
His attempts to write stories were not suc- 


cessful. His manuscripts came back, and 
at last he discovered, what so many 
novices fail ever to. learn, that his work 


required to be polished word by word and 
sentence by sentence. He became more pains- 
taking and one of his manuscripts attracted 
the attention of James Payn, who advised him 
to write a book. However, he was still in 
despondency when one day he picked up Pro- 
fessor Baird’s History of the Huguenots and 
conceived the idea of writing a story relating 
to that period. He wrote The House of the 
Wolf, which appeared in The English Illus 
trated Magazine, but the magazine changed 
its editor and when the author presented The 
Story of Francis Cludde he was told that they 
did not want that sort of thing. It came out 
in The Leisure Hour and was a great success 
serially and in book form. OF course his 
real success began with The Gentleman 
of France, which opened every door 
at his knock. Under the Red Robe is a capital 
story, while I confess to having not yet read 
My Lady Rotha. I am reading the Red 
Cockade, which is Weyman’s latest story, now 
running in Harper's Weekly. It seems to me 
that the author is giving us something essenti- 
ally new, a hero who is not a heroin the usual 
sense, but one tossed about by the furious 
cross winds that blew during the French 
Revolution of the last century. De Saux is 
an ordinary human being who does not find 
adventures growing upon every shrub by the 
roadside. Things happen in spite of him, un- 
assisted by him. He bears nohand. History 
is being made all about him, yet he does 
not take either side. He is like one of 
Howells’ heroes of masterly inaction in 
the midst of the clash and din of 
the fiercest contention any country has 
known. He is the sport of chance, just what 
an unsophisticated young Provincial would be 
at that time thrown suddenly into that vortex. 
But he is new inthe romantic novel, and we 
wait with impatience for him to fight a duel or 
cut with his sword a path through the canaille 
for his sweet little lady-love. 
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Two in the Bush and Others aie be Oris a 
volume of short stories by F. Frankf atGoore, 
whose clever story, I Forbid the Banns, re- 
ceived so cordial a reception last year in 
America. I think he is happier in his long 
stories than in his short, for in the latter he 
introduces people to us whom we do not care 
to part with after a moment's acquaintance.

HERE seems good. reason for expecting 


that Cornwall will resume its old 

place in lacrosse. If the professional 

element can be kept out of it we may 

count upon seeing the factory town 
players out-stripping them all. Toronto ap- 
parently can do nothing in lacrosse. St. Catha- 
rines ran rings around the team which went 
over there recently, and, disguise it as we may, 
the fact stands that if six of the men who 
played for us on that occasion cannot play all 
around St. Kitts, then there is little hope for 
us this season against Cornwall, the Sham- 
rocks and the Capitals. To say that it was a 
junior team and that most of the best men 
were en four with ‘Varsity is only half-true, 
St. Kitts gave this town a mighty bad blow, 
and the friends of the club feel it keenly. And 
as an old lacrosse player I think the reason 
why the Torontos can do nothing now or ever 
is because there 1s scarcely a man on the team 
who can be real sure that he will be played 
right through the season. Some may think 
that this will spur a man to play all the better 
when he gets a chance, but I assert with con- 
fidence that no player of first-class lacrosse will 
agree with this. There should be at least a 
nucleus of eight men playing in every game, and 
as few changes as possible should be made in 
the balance of the team. When a new man 
bobs up or a junior comes along marvelously he 
could be put on. The phenomenal lacrosse 
played by one club and another is always done 
by a fixed team, every man in his place, not 
afraid, on making an error, of having some 
jealously-watching rival put into his place in 
the next game, but fired by instant z2al to 
remedy his fault. When a man feels that he is 
doubted, he weakens. In cricket when a 
bowler feels that he is about to be taken off, 
he cannot do his best, try as he may. It is the 
same in any game. The champion plays the 
better for feeling that he is regarded as the 
champion. While the Toronto team is treated 
as it is being treated and as it has been for two 
years, it will put up snide lacrosse.

My sympathy is not with the golf players 
who were fined for playing a game on Sunday. 
Iam in favor of Sunday cars and a less strin- 
gent Sabbath, but not in favor of Sunday field 
sports, nor will the arguments that justify a 
certain degree of relaxation make good this 
further claim. The players of golf are not of 
the class of people who are forced to exercise 
on Sunday or not at all. Sunday afternoon 
games are thought to be necessary for the toil- 
ing populace of London and other English 
cities, to brighten lives that have no bright- 
ness in them, and no excitement save what 
stimulants give. But this excuse does not as

G. S. Lyon has not yet 
sufficiently recovered from his siege of typhoid 
to appear in the green, but is expected to come 
out about the end of the month. Altogether 
the international men are making it a back- 
ward season, and unless some very marked pro- 
gress is made in the next three weeks the On- 
tario eleven is not apt todo us any credit at 
Philadelphia in the first week of next month, 
Neither Laing nor Wadsworth is as yet bowl- 
ing in his best form; Gillespie is not 
apparently playing much and McGivern, who 
could give points to all three, has gone to 
Africa. Another reason for disquiet is the fact 
that F. W. Terry has not put up much cricket 
this year as yet. W. H. Cooper of Trinity is 
not bowling any better than last year, to say 
the least on the subject, but he has made 
several good scores, 66 against Toronto and 50 
against Parkdale, for instance.

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Once when I revisited St. Augustine in 
Florida a friend asked me if I had been blind- 
folded and dropped into the plazza surrounded 
by those wonderful hotels, the Ponce St, Leon, 
the Aleazar and the Cordova, if I could guess 
where I was. The longer I looked at the semi- 
Moorish buildings, the project of Mr, Flagler’s 
imagination and the result of his wealth, the 
stranger seemed the problem of where I would 
guess I was ‘‘at” had I by some mysterious 
process been dropped from a balloon into that 
little city of palaces on a sand-heap of the 
Florida coast. 

When last Sunday afternoon a friend and I 
decided to go to the much talked of ‘ Island,” I 
was even more astounded by the changes than 
when I saw the view from the plazza of new 
St. Augustine. I confess to having thought 
the Island a rather fourth-rate place. Naturally 
enough one gets an evil impression of a 
locality by hearing that this, that and the 
other had occurred there, and newspaper re- 
ports are not inclined to wipe out any of the 
effects of light and shade which tend to build 
up a sensatienal paragraph. I imagine that 
thousands of Torontonians have had the same 
half-defined notion that Island excursionists 
are none too exclusive, even if the Island 
cottagers are recruited from our best citizens, 
At any rate, in so little favor had I held that 
wondrous and expensive sandbar which creates 
Toronto's harbor, that not since years ago had 
I visited it, but last Sunday afternoon I 
was tempted by an enthusiastic friend to 

see it again. I was surprised that but a 
portion of it could be seen in a 
day, for now there are islands and islands, so 
to speak ; parks and summer homes, and plea- 
sure places that actually astound the old-timer 
who used tofow across to the Point or Ward's 
for a little exercise and fresh air, Had I dropped 
from an air-ship into the midst of the pleasure 
places at Hanlan’s Point, uninformed as to my 
whereabouts, not even the familiar line of 
coast, the new Union station, the Northern 


elevator nor the Exhibition buildings in the | 


distance would have been suftlicient to 
convince me that I was in sight of 
Toronto. Everything is new, startlingly 


new, modern beyond some of the most 
modern ideas of the United States, yet differ- 
ing from the glaring innovations of Yankee 
watering-places insomuch as everything is 
interesting, and there is little of the old 
blare and brass band and merry-go-round, 
though by the way the merry-go-round is some- 
thing to delight the childish heart, as there are 
seats for sixty youngsters on the backs 
of nearly all the varieties of animals 
ever seen in or out of a_ menagerie. 
At Hanlan’s Point these rather noisy but 
attractive features are minimized, and one sees 
more of the better and athletic side of life, 
while the baby-carriage, the child, the swings 
and the wooden horse are important but not 
too obtrusive features of the show. It is thus 
that the make-believe athletics for the child 
and the real athletics for the grown man are 
combined, 

Sunday is the great day for the baby and 
the baby-carriage, though for some obscure 
reason the merry-go-round is idle, the swings 
cannot be swung and the little games which 
children delight in are forbidden. If one asks 
the reason, it is because ‘‘It is Sunday.” If 
one digs a little deeper, the odd theory pres- 
ents itself that if there is only one day 
in the week that children’s parents can 
bring them to a place of amusement, on 
that day the children’s amusements should be 
forbidden, just to remind them of a sacred fact 
and unconsciously to impress them with the 
disagreeableness of having this fact continually 
obtruded in the few possible play hours of the 
week, 

However, while the youngsters get rather 
the worst of it on a Sunday, there are 
80 many interesting features for the 
grown people and everything is so new 
and strange, that even the children can- 
not but be imbued with a sense of enjoy- 
ment and restfulness. I presume it must be 
the novelty, the oddness of the surroundings, 
the strange and mysterious stretch of water, 
the quaint heaping of the sand-piles and bavs, 
andthe littlestory that the waves tell when they 
touch the shore. These things seem to interest 
and amuse youngsters, and even for older folk 
there is a reminder of some other time when 
we lived, some other sphere upon which we 
walked, of doings and sayings that are not of 
now but are a part of some other experience. 
Insensibly people feel these things when the 
water is quiet, though even then there is the 
little wash and breathing of the waves as quiet 
and gentle as the breath of one who sleeps. 
When the water is wilder and there is a little 
storm, then come suggestions of the future 
or the past, of the blood running wildly 
through the veins and passions aroused, 1 
cannot think of any other reason for the 
love we all have for the lights and shades 
on the water, for the pleasant * yip” of the 
waves or the wild beating of the surf, 
No matter what may be the philosophy 
of the thing, it is true that every man and 
woman, every child loves the beach, the water, 
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the tatigue of the shore. ‘The monotony of the 
day on the shore is its greatest drawback. 
People are not prone to reckon that it is health- 
ful; their desire is to be amused: the odd 
awakenings of memory and sympathy and 
sentiment have much todo with the longing 
for amusement in exact inverse ratio to the 
seeking for solitude by those who sorrow 
intensely, 

Whatever may be the Philosophy of those 
seeking the water or the woods, we know 
that we love them both, but only the recluse 
desires the shore or the shadow without the 
gay background of amusement. Just as vice 
to be attractive has to have a magnificent 
background of virtue, so the frivolous 
amusements of life need the background of 
nature’s strongest colors. Why should people 
desire to go to Niagara to be photographed, or

in Canada, between twenty-five and thirty 
expert bicyclists being now taken care of 
on the track and in the commodious 
dressing-rooms beneath the grand stand. The 
grand stand proper, which overlooks the 
course, will hold twenty-five hundred people, 
though the seating capacity including the un- 
shaded seats, which they call ‘* the bleachers,’ 
will accommodate seven thousand, 

The Toronto Rowing Club has one of the 
most interesting and enjoyable places either in 
the city proper or on the Island, within a 
stone’s throw of the athletic grounds, Their 
building is nearly a hundred and fifty feet long 
by fifty feet wide, and there some of the best 
aquatic sportsmen in the Dominion are in 
training, and every day the Club is finding an 
increase of membership owing to the increased 
facilities for enjoying life by being in connec- 
tion with the other amusements of the Point. 
The view from the Club house balcony on Sun- 
day night was one of the most charming things I 
ever saw, reminding me of the grand lagoon{in 
Venice and surpassing it in many respects 
because of the variegated lights, the music and 
the charming surroundings. 

The hotel is next. It will be opened in 
about a week, and the view from the 
piazzas cannot be excelled anywhere. No 
pains have been spared to make it attrac- 
tive, not only to Torontonians but to outsiders, 
and the argument that it is situated in the 
midst of noisy pleasure-seekers is ineffectual, 
because in reality it stands alone and the 
grounds surrounding it give it a privacy which 
makes it as pleasant a place of residence as if it 
were on Center Island. It has been removed 
three hundred feet back from its old site, has 
been raised by the building of a story under- 





' a state of panic in nine cases out of ten, but 
| the man sweats and grits his teeth and does 
the nurse act in a way that is beautiful to 
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neath, and now stands out boldly, affording a 
capital background to a pleasing picture. In 
the old times the structure fronted only on the 
bay ; now it fronts both on the bay and the 
lake. It contains sixty bedrooms, besides read- 
ing-rooms, smoking-rooms, reception-rooms, a 
splendid dining-room, and a sufficiently large 
ball-room, It is being furnished in modern 
style and every room will be lit by electricity. 
On Tuesday atest was made of the fire pres- 
sure, which has one hundred pounds pressure : 
when only seventy-five pounds pressure 
was used water was easily thrown over 
the hotel, Not only will the interior ar- 
rangements be as perfect and safe as they 
can possibly be made, but the exterior is 
to receive every attention, each floor being sur- 
rounded by a fifteen-foot wide balcony, while 
on the lake or lagoon frontage there will bea 
terrace leading into spacious grounds that will 
be enclosed and laid out for lawn tennis, cro- 
quet, bowls, and in flower beds, especially for 
the guests. As the charges are to be moderate, 
and as so well and favorably known a manager 
as Mr. M. A. Thomas is to be in charge, the 
hotel should not only prove an unqualified suc- 
cess, but the plans that have been prepared 
for doubling its capacity should speedily be put 
in requisition. 

The pavilion which has been provided for 
those who care to take their meals at the 
Point will seat three hundred people. Its capa- 
city has already been fully taxed and satisfac- 
tion given in every case. There are six billiard 
tables in & separate building, arranged for the 
pleasure of those who like the game, and in 
the bowling alley six floors afford an oppor- 
tunity for those who like that sort of exercise, 
The best rowing-course that I know of any- 
where, from the Queen’s wharf to the hotel, 
provides quiet water in any except the dirtiest 
kind of weather, for a mile and a half with 
a turn, or three-quarters of a mile straight 
away. The grand promenade is lighted by 
electricity, {and they have a row of colored 
lights, ruby, pink, amber, green, blue and opal, 
the effect of which can better be imagined than 
described, as every light is reflected in the 
water, 

Last Sunday night the clustering boats, the 
enormous crowd of people, the singing and the 
sacred music by the band were enjoyed to by 
as high-class an audience as could be found 
anywhere in the city. I have been at camp 
meetings and at Grimsby Park and in other 
places which have the advantage of being run 
by reverend gentlemen, but nowhere have I 
seen a better behaved audience or heard a 
more excellent musical programme. Following 
is the programme of last Sunday's concert in 
the afternoon and evening, by Mr. John 
Bayley’s Band and the Harmonic Male Quar- 
tette :

HERE are people in Ireland who 
have never seen Atilarney nor 
the Giants Causeway nor the 
wonderful caves in the South, 
and there are people in Germany 
who have never gone fifty miles 

to see the pretty Rheinfalls, and there are 
people here who have never seen Niagara— 
Niagara that grows more lovely and fascinat- 
ing with every visit, that bears knowing inti- 
mately and repays frequant pilgrimages right 
royally ; Niagara that has its tragedies at every 
point, and whose rocks ring with despairing 
wails of poor humanity too venturesome and 
so soon punished; Niagara, famous for extor- 
tionate charges and poor tourist accommoda- 
tion under several dollars yer diem; Niagara, 
the shrine of the newly wed, whose puny emo- 
tions sink into nothingness and are drowned 
in the roar and the power and the majesty of 
the Kaiser cataract. I always wonder what 
manner of men they be who can sell pop and do 
a day's carpentering in the face of that wonder- 
ful leap of water. It takes possession of me, 
and I belong only toit on those days of my 
pilgrimages. I would not go with a mixed 
crowd of friends or acquaintances to my shrine ; 
only minds attuned to worship the great 
wonder would I have at my side. And on these 
golden June days, when summer is young, or 
in the red autumn, when the leaves are brave 
with rich color, or in the white death-cold 
winter, when the icy hand seems to hold back

Later on new 
quarters were found in the Normal Schoo), and 
while there Mr, Cruickshank also became one 
of the staff of teachers. When objections were 
raised to centralizing the art interest of the 
province in Toronto, and art schools were 
started in many of the cities 2nd large 
towns, a change was again made, for 
the school had dwindled very much during 
the agitation. it was this time established on 
a firmer financial basie, with excellent accom- 
modation and good teachers, and has con- 
tinued steadily to increase in numbers and 
improve in the work done. About a year ago 
the rooms of the O. S, A. Art Gallery, 173 King 
street west, having been found too small, extra 
accommodation was secured by adding the 
second and third stories of the adjoining build- 
ing west ; an entrance was made between the 
old and new rooms, so that nowinthe newer 
part are rooms for modeling in clay, painting, 
life ciass, designing and mechanical drawing, 
while in the two rooms off the gallery are held 
the primary classes and some of the life classes.

Only Four to Man the Pumps. 








Dear, dear! When you come to think of it, 


how closely related things are ; how one thing 


brings up another. Ideas are like a lot of beads 
on a string, aren’t they ? 

A letter Ihave just been reading makes me 
remember what happened to me one winter 
about twenty years ago. The story is too long 
to tell here, so 1’'ll merely give you the tail end 
of it. I was supercargo on a bark bound from 


London to Rio. 
five days, wrecked us. 
it ceased there were four men and no more left 
on the vessel. The captain had been killed by 
a falling spar, three of the crew washed over- 
board and the rest of the ship’s company (save 
us four) went away in the long boat with the 
first and second mates. We were taking in 
water through a leak at the rate of six inches 
an hour. Working with all our might the four 
of us could pump that out in forty minutee, but 
we must doit every hour. It was awful work. 
For two days we kept it up, without sleep. 
Then we stopped, took to the quarter-boat and 
shoved off. The sea was quiet—no wind. 
While we lay to within a mile of her, the ship 
threw up her nose and went down stern first. 
We were picked up next day a Danish brig. 

Now the odd thing is that the letter which 
reminded me of that experience has nothing 
whatever to say about ships. Please help me 
to find out the association. 

The lady who writes the letter says that in 
July, 1881, she got a bad fright. Exactly what 
it was she doesn’t tell. I wish shedid. Any- 
way it so upset her that she didn’t get over the 
effects of it for nine years. After that her 
appetite fell off; she lost all real relish for 
food, and what she did eat only made trouble 
instead of nourishing her. It gave her pain in 
the pit of the stomach and (curiousiy enough) 
between the shoulders. She says her eyes and 
skin presently turned yellow as a buttercup. 
Her face and abdomen swelled, and her feet 
the same, the latter so much so that she was 
obliged to have her shoes made larger. 

**T got little sleep at night,” she says, ‘‘ and 
was in so much pain I had to be propped up 
with pillows, For weeks together I could not 
lie down in bed. I had a dry, hollow cough, 
and bad night sweats. Then diarrhcea set in, 
and my bowels became ulcerated. I was often 
in dreadful agony for forty-eight hours at a 
time. Then I would havea chillas though a 
bucket of cold water were poured down my 
back.

It is the last 
straw that breaks the camei’s back ; the last 
unsupplied need that makes poverty abject 
and desperate. 

These bodies of ours carry the seeds of 
disease with them all the time—chiefly the 
poisons created by imperfect digestion, made 
worse by careless habits. But as long as 
nothing extraordinary happens we manage to 
scrape along in a half.and-half sort of fashion. 
Yet we've got in our blood the stuff that any 
of a dczen diseases is made of, only waiting 
for something to set it afire.

Professor Cameron, Public Analyst of the 
city of Dublin, who has examined samples of 
raw sugar, states that they contained great 
numbers of disgusting insects, which produce 
a disgusting disease. Theirshape is very accu- 
rately shown in the accompanying figures, 
magnified two hundred diameters, Fig. 1 is 
the under side and Fig. 2 is the upper side, 
His description is as follows : 

“The Acarus sacchari is a formidably 
organized, exceeding lively, and decidedly 
ugly little animal. From its oval-shaped body 
stretches forth a proboscis terminating in a 
kind of scissors,.-with which it seizes upon its 
food. Its organs of locomotion consist of eight 
legs, each jointed and furnished at its ex- 
tremity with a hook. In the sugar, its move- 
ments from one place to another are neces- 





sarily very slow, but when placed on a per- 
fectly clean and dry surface, it moves along 
with great rapidity.”
